Bishop 
Nicholsc n, of 
Milwaukee, Ex* 
presses Himself on the Subject. 
Bishop Nicholson, who has charge 
of the* Protestant Episcopal diocese of 
Milwaukee, is outspoken in his belief 
that divorced persons should not be 
permitted to remarry, and that the 
marriage laws are too lax. He said, in 
speaking of the m atter recently: 
' The Protestant Episcopal church 
in England takes precisely the same 
attitude in the matter as that main­ 
tained by the Roman church both in 
Europe and America. 
In making the 
canons for the Protesteant church in 
America an effort 1 eems to have been 
made to oomform more nearly to the 
common usages of this country. 
This 
I believe to have bean a mistake. 
It 
has bean my custom to-refuse to marry 
divorced persons under any circum­ 
stances. 
I expect to oontinne the 
practice. 
I am strongly in favor of 
the adoption of a law of the church 
which shall be quite as rigid as that 
of the church in England and that of 
the Roman Oatholic church. 
" I think the marriage laws of our 
state are much too lax. 
These run a 
way marriages are altogether too nu 
merous and are productive of much 
evil. 
These • ministers who pose as 
philanthropists are, as a rule, actu 
ated by the low motive of getting the 
wedding fees. 
That is a matter in 
which I believe our legislature should 
take a hand by providing a maximum 
fee for the marriage of non-residents 
of the state which shall go into the 
poor fund, or at least into the state 
treasury. 
I believe this would result 
in a narked falling off in the business 
of the so-called marriage minister ’. It 
would show how much philanthropy 
there is in this wholesale marrying 
business.*’
